Peace of 1815, we have been compelled to import supplies of food 
from Canada, Australia, Tasmania, British India, still obtaining 
such prices for our home produce as enabled the farmer to live en 
prince, and educate his children for the first professions. And 
why not? Are they not the most important producers of the na- 
tion. Their protection by a sliding scale is now gone; instead of 
opening the ports for a year or two, as all would have assented to 
cheerfully, the opportunity was seized by designing persons to re- 
move the Corn Laws altogether; and it remains a problem to be 
solved—what influence Free Trade will exert on the quality 
of. land permanently under corn cultivation in this coun- 
try. We confess we have serious apprehensions. on the 
subject. There has -been - great scarcity in Ireland and 
in Scotland; the common esculent and coarse meal popular 
in those ‘parts of the kingdom have failed, and so far from 
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of foreign necessities, are taken in tow by the French steamer Le 
Gomer, to expedite their trip. Haste is indispensable, for on the 
delay of an hour there hang, perhaps, the lives of many famished 
beings. Great is the cry of reproach from our own destitute poor 
when British vessels freighted with food leave their own harbours 
to minister to the necessities of the stranger, for the indigent 
know nothing of the principles of political economy, and a fellow 
feeling for once fails to make it “wondrous kind.” The finger of 
Providence recognises no national distinctions when suffering is 
universal; it points to the method of relief, and out of the cupi- 
dity of the merchant of one country works the salvation of a 
people of another.

Tue Orper or tHe Bats.—In a supplement to the “ London 
Gazette” of Tuesday her Majesty has been pleased to issue letters 
patent referring to letters patent under the great seal, bearing date 
the 14th of April last, and ordaining that the order shall hence- 
forth be known and described as the “ Most Honourable Order of 
the Bath,” that it shall consist of the Sovereign anda great master, 
aud of 952 companions, divided into three classes, viz. knights 
grand cross, knights commanders, and companions; that his Royal 
Highness Prince Albert shall be grand Master, and that each of the 
three classes shall contain two subdivisions, military and civil. The 
letters patent then set forth rules for the government of the order 
and ordnances as to the various officers, the costume, &c, 

Tur Recents Park Bazaan.—The officers of the Life Guards 
caused their riding-school in the Regent's barracks to be fitted up as 
a bazaar for the sale’ of fancy articles by ladies of distinction, for the 
benefit of the distressed Irish. The sale commenced on Wednesday, 
The bands of both regiments of Life Guards and that of the Horse 
Guards were stationed on the parade, Shortly after eleven o'clock 
her Majesty and Prince Albert, with their usual attendants, drove 
into the yard; the entrance of each being greeted with the national 
anthem, The company was not allowed to enter while the royal 
party remained in the bazaar, which they did a little more than half 
an hour. On the retirement of her Majesty and the rest of the royal 
family, the less distinguished visitors were invited into the riding- 
school, which they found surrounded by stalls formed in as good an 
imitation of tents as the exigencies of the occasion would allow, 
The walls were ornamented with military trophies, of which the well. 
known silver kettle drums were the most conspicuous. ‘I'he articles 
for sale consisted of such fancy needle-work, drawings, lace, orna- 
ments, toys, &c., as generally compose the stock in trade of a fancy 
bazaar, 

Primrose Hitt Park. — The enclosure of the New Park, at 
Primrose Hill, is now completed. ‘The park extends from the 
Albert Road, Regent’s Park, to Bellevue ‘arm, at Hampstead, and 
is bounded on the west by Chalk Farm and the Regent’s Canal; and 
on the east by the Hampstead Road and the aqueduct of the North 
London Water Works. ‘The whole of the hedge-rows and trees have 
been removed, and the enclosure is now merely a grass plain to be 
laid out with ornamental walks and shrubberies, There are five 
principal entrances and two suspension bridges, 

Tae Wurrsun Amusements. —It has been long the custom to 
select Whitsun week for the opening of those places in which enter- 
tainments are offered to the holiday-keeping part of the public in the 
open air, On Monday and Tuesday the weather was most desirable 
for the purpose, and the river and railways, especially between Lon- 
don and Greenwich, were crowded with Passengers, It is reported 
that 34,800 persons landed and embarked at the Charing Cross 
Bridge steam boat pier on Monday alone. Greenwich fair was 
crowded during the greater portion of the same day, and at night the 
multitude was immense. At Stepney fair there were collected at 
least 300,000 persons. ‘There was also a dense crowd at a fair held at 
Wandsworth in the beginning of the week, 

Pusric Exursrrions.— An official enumeration of the visitors to 
the British Museum on Monday shows that no fewer than 17,780 in- 
dividuals visited it on that day; whilst 14,570 examined the pictures 
in the National Gallery. Sixpence each was paid by 1600 persons to 
go over the ‘lower of London on the same day. The East India 
and United Service museums were fully attended. The Zoological 
Gardens, now opened to the public on payment of one shilling ‘each 
person, were not so well attended as ‘the attractiveness of the 
exhibition and the fineness of the weather would have led one to 
expect.

Ausraia,—The “ Vienna Gazette” of the 17th publishes an im- 
perial decree for the creation of an academy of sciences at Vienna, 
The number of members is to be 48; but there are also to be 
honorary members, whose number is not to exceed 24, and cor- 
responding members, whose number is to be fixed by the academy, 
The president is to be named for three years, but may be re-elected. 
The vice-president and secretaries are for four years, but may at the 
end of that time be confirmed in their posts by the emperor. The 
academy is to receive annually from the government a dotation, 
which is not to exceed 40,000 florins (100,000f.). The salary of the 
president is to be 3000 florins (7500f. ) per annum; that of the vice- 
president, 2500 florins; the first secretary is to have 2000 florins, 
and the second secretary 1500 florins. The academy is to give four 
prizes annually, and to fix the value of them. The'sittings are to be 
held in a building belonging to the government. The Archduke 
John has been appointed curator of the academy by the emperor. 

France. — ‘I'he number of persons receiving salaries from the 
French government, according to the budget about to be discussed in 
the Chamber, amounts to 525,445, who are thus divided amongst the 
ministerial departments ; — Justice, 10,881; public worship, 40,102; 
foreign affairs, 381; public instruction, 1603; interior, 3977; com- 
merce and agriculture, 505; public works, 2253; army, 349,838; 
navy, 64,098; finances, 51,727. 

Army Revenue, &c, (Inpra).—A return has just been issued by 
order of Parliament relative to the military charges, revenue, debt, 
&c., of India, and it appears, therefore, that the total military charges 
in India in the years 1836-7 were 6,814,614. In 1840-1, they 
amounted to 8,576,475l.; in 1843-4, to 9,743,996l. ; and in 1844-5, to 
9,412,431, The total naval force (sailing and steam-vessels) in the 
Company's service in India on May 1, 1845, was 57 vessels, of which 
number 45 were in India and 12 in Scinde. ‘The total charges of 
the naval force at Bengal and Bombay in the year ended May 1, 
1837, were 216,373l.; in the year ended May 1, 1845, they were 
294,0761. (not including the cost of vessels, or any charge for wear 
and tear), ‘The total gross revenues of India in the year ending 
April 30, 1837, amounted to 19,665,621. ; the allowances, and assign- 
ments, and charges of collection payable out of the revenues 
4,463,281}, leaving a net revenue of 15,202,340. In the year ending 
April 30, 1845, the gross revenues were 22,074,768/., and the total net 
revenues amounted to 17,159,760. ‘The total cash balances in the

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DEATH OF MR, O'CONNELL. 

Mr. O'Connell died at Genoa on Saturday, 15th instant. The 
following letter from Mr. Duff, one of the physicians who attended 
him, gives an account of his last moments :— 

«On Monday, May 10., I saw Mr. O'Connell for the first time, 
and he was then suffering from profuse and involuntary diarrhoea, 
with great pain of the abdomen under pressure, strong rapid pulse, 
flushed face, &c. Mr. O'Connell had also chronic bronchitis of some 
years standing. From the remedies empioyed, these symptoms were 
much ameliorated, and on the morrow he seemed convalescent, but, 
on the evening of ‘Tuesday (11th) the new symptom of congestion 
of the brain presented itself. Active measures were immediately 
had recourse to, and from them there was a decided improvement. 
Again the aid of internal remedies was denied, Mr. O'Connell re- 
fusing to take any medicine. Towards the evening of Wednesday 
(12th) the symptoms increased, Mr. O'Connell was restless, and 
sometimes slightly incoherent, Our former measures were again 
employed, but with slight success. During Thursday all the symp- 
toms increased, with great tendency to sleep, from which, however, 
he could easily be roused; the breathing was much embarrassed ; 
circulation became difficult and in some degree indistinct, and the 
mind wavered. Thursday night was passed in a state of profound 
heavy sleep, with increased difficulty of breathing, and, in addressing 
those about him, he imagined himself in London, and spoke to them 
as if there. On Friday he was much worse, the breathing very 
laborious, the voice scarcely audible, and the words half formed ; all 
the symptoms had increased. In this state he lingered on till Satur- 
day night, seemingly conscious of the preseuce of those about him, 
but neither attempting to move or speak. M treatment of Mr.

Weatherless Hill, the locality of many fearful stories. 
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The line crosses the Stour by a double swing bridge, built on a new 
and TEE principle. Each line has its bridge, one turns to tbe 
right from a pivot on the Minster bank, and the other to the left 
from a pivot on the side of Ash, which is the next parish. By this 
arrangement greater stability is obtained with a nicer power of ad- 
justment. This bridge is considered a curiosity by engineers, and it 
will well repay examination. It far surpasses the celebrated bridge 
at Norwich, The stream is 46 feet wide. The girders of the bridge 
are 88 feet long and 5 feet deep, and there is one under each rail. 

On leaving the bridge the line descends 1 in 210 for about a quarter 
of a mile, when it becomes horizontal, and so continues to the fifth 
mile. At the end of the second mile the Sandwich flats are reached. 
Here the eastern bend of the Stour bore in ancient times the name 
of Wantsume, and it was then a stream of much importance. On 
the increase of the sands at its mouth, a wall of earth was raised by 
the abbot of St. Augustin, since called the Abbot’s Wall, to pre- 
vent the encroachments of the sea. ‘The flats are now covered with 
similar embankments. 

The parish of Ash, through which the line passes, is very extensive, 
occupying a vast tract of soil, comprising hill, dale, and marsh Jand. 
Near the village is a Roman burial ground, from which many in- 
teresting coins, urns, and other memorials have been extracted. 

The hamlet of Saltpans is next reached ; this was formerly called 
Salts, from its being left without the boundary of the wall, and con- 
sequently subject to the overflowing of the tide. At this spot the 
memorable ruins of Richborough come fully into sight, and at ex- 
actly the third mile from Minster the railway sweeps round the sandy 
hill on which they stand. 

Richborough, or Rutupium, was a celebrated Roman station, 
which guarded the southern entrance of the great Roman haven, or 
Portus Rutupensis. ‘This is generally supposed to be the first per- 
manent station that the Romans formed in this country, and its re- 
mains still display magnificent although indistinct traces of the 
power and military skill of that people. The site of this castra- 
mentation occupies a kind of promontory of high ground, projecting 
into the marshes. The remaining walls are in some places from 25 
to 30 feet in height, and 12 feet in thickness, and are composed of 
rubble-work, with double rows of large flat Roman tiles at different 
intervals. The two chief gates of entrance are still discernible, 
together with marks of numerous flanking towers. ‘The station has 
been in the form of a regular parallelogram, the whole site occupying 
between six and seven acres. The area is now under the hands ot 
the agriculturist, and “corn waves where Cæsars once bore sway.” 
‘The remains of a Roman amphitheatre are very apparent, at about 
the distance of 460 yards from the south-west angle of the walls ; 
and numerous Roman coins and other antiquities have been found 
here. In the centre of the great quadrangle is the celebrated pros- 
trate cross built by Ethelbert to commemorate the introduction of 
christianity into England. Itis built on the top of an immense hea- 
then altar, and marks the spot on which Augustin first preached the 

ospel, No monument in the kingdom equals this simple cross in 

interest, yet few have been treated with equal neglect. We com- 
mend it to the care of the clergy of Canterbury, the successors of 
Augustin and his eighty monks. 

n leaving Richborough, a lone house to the right marks the site 
of the [once famed town of Stonar, at which Augustin and his fol- 
lowers landed. 

‘At half-a-mile further we enter the parish of Woodnesborough, re- 
markable for an immense Roman tumulus; the road to Canterbury 
is crossed, and at exactly four miles anda half from Minster we reach 
the town of Sandwich. 

The traveller on first entering this town suddenly beholds himself 
entombed, as it were, in a sort of Kentish Herculaneum, a town of 
the martial dead. He gazes around him, and looks upon the streets 
and edifices of a bygone age. He stares up at the beetling stories of 
the old pent-house buildings as he'walks, and peers curiously through 
latticed windows into the vast low-roofed, heavy-beamed, oak-pa- 
nelled rooms of days he has read of in some old play. He finds 
himself violently carried:away to an Elizabethian age, and would 
fain call lustily at the old hotel before him for a pot of ale in blank 
verse, 

Sandwich, as a Cinque Port, ranks next to Hastings. It sends 
two members to Parliament, and has given the title of Earl to a 
branch of the Montague family since the year 1660. 

From all we have been able to collect upon the subject, in tracing 
this venerable town backwards to its origin, grubbing up authorities, 
hunting out popular opinions and traditions, we have reason to be 
quite satisfied with the remote antiquity of Sandwich. Eddius Ste- 
phanus was the first writer who mentioned Sandwich. He treats of 
it in the year 664, and the town must have been founded between 
that period and the departure of the Roman legions from Britain, 
which took place about the fifth century. , 

In the time of Edward the Confessor, we find 307 houses within 
the walls of this town; and when the Norman Conqueror reigned, 
the dwellings had increased to 383. In Edward I1L.’s reign, Sand- 
wich fitted out for the king’s service 22 ships, and 504 sailors. In 
1565 the town consisted of 420 houses, 291 inhabited by English 
families, 129 containing Walloons. 

Sandwich even at the present period boasts, we think, more old 
buildings than almost any other town in England. It is rich in 
ancient hospitals, chautries, hermitages, and venerable churches. 
There are now three parish churches in the town, named after their 
patron saints, St. Clement the Martyr, St. Peter the Apostle, and 
St. Mary the Virgin. Any one of these dark mouldering edifices, 
with its time-honoured towers and buttresses, will at once take the 
imagination of the gazer back to the old monkish times. 

It appears that the town was made more strong and defensible by 
Edward II1., who, on his return to England after his French wars, 
was especially struck, both with its pleasant situation, and ‘ its capa- 
bilities against ull foreign potentates, and its haven regally flowing out 
of the mayne seas.” y 

The traitor Perkin Warbeck arrived at Sandwich soon after this 
with a rout of rebels at his heels, whereupon the Sandwichers marched 
out, and fought him at the spot where Sandown Castle now stands, 
slaying many, and pursuing and taking others prisoners. 

The persecution for religion in Brabant and Flanders, sent large 
bodies of manufacturers to England. Amongst other towns, Sand- 
wich greatly benefited thereby, the workers in baize and flannel 
fixing themselves at Sandwich. .A large company of gardeners also 
emigrated at this period, and established themselves at Sandwich, 
having discovered the nature of the soil to be extremely favourable 
to the growth of all esculent plants ; a great benefit to the country 
eventually, when we take into consideration that in the year 1509, 
there was not a salad in all England, and that carrots, cabbages, 
turnips, &c. were imported from the Netherlands. 

Sandwich has been the theatre of more stirring acts than perhaps 
any town or port of our island. Here embarked and disem- 
barked for many centuries those splendid powers which carried defeat 
and slaughter to “ the vasty fields of France.” Here, led on by our 
English kings, paraded the mail-clad hosts of those days, which the 
prince of poets has familiarised to us in his historical plays. | 

When Richard Coeur de Lion escaped from solitary imprisonment 
in Austria, the first ground in our dominions which his feet touched 
on leaping from shipboard, was the shore of Sandwich haven ; and 
with all the true duty of a crusader, he proceeded on foot immediately 
to Canterbury, in order to return thanks to heaven and St. ‘Thomas 
for his safe arrival. a 

Looking from the walls of the town towards Deal and Walmer, the 
eye rests upon the foundation of a stronghold which tradition says 
was once |the castle of Sandwich. It was in this fortress that the 
glorious [bastard Faulconbridge, whom Shakspere has for ever im- 
mortalised and enshrined in every true English heart, and whose fire, 
chivalrous bearing, and gallantry the prince of poets alone could have 
described, was brought to light. 

On leaving Sandwich, let us for a moment pause and take a step 
into the “ dark backward and abysm of time,” in order to glance upon 
one of these old sea-built towns, standing “ within the roundure of 
its old faced walls.” Letus imagine its discipline, its armed citizens, 
who like Branksholme’s garrison, ever ready for the border feud, like 
them also in time of mistrust and doubt,

Let us imagine the strict surveillance majntained at each gate-house 
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ly-port, and postern, which put each stranger to his answer, and

THE RESISTANCE OF THE ATMOSPHERE TO RAIL- 
WAY TRAINS AND A MEANS OF LESSENING THE 
SAME. 

IMPROVEMENTS IN RAILWAY CARRIAGE AXLES. 
Our attention has been called to the following important inventions

Of the various sources of resistance the last four act as uniform retarding 
forces, being equal at all velocities, and amounting from 8'5 to 10lbs. per ton of 
the gross weight of the train. But the first-named source of resistance, viz, the 
atmosphere, not only varies with the slightest variation of speed, but increases 
with the square of the velocity, to which last well-known property of the resist- 
anoa H fiuids is owing the immense additional power required to attain high 
velocities. 


This important circumstance led Mr. Bessemer to make a series 
of experiments by which he succeeded in demonstrating that the re- 
sistance of the atmosphere to railway trains is exerted on the ends of 
each of the carriages forming a train, and amounts in each case to 
4-10ths of the power exerted on the first, and also that by filling the 
intermediate spaces between the carriages this pressure on them will 
be most materially diminished., Following out these results, he at- 
tempted in this way to obtain high velocities without any great in- 
crease of power, and his labours were crowned with singular success, 


In order (he says) to carry out practically the results of my experiments, I 
have constructed a hood or covering of leather, gutta percha, or any other like 
flexible and durable material, similar to the hood of a britska or hooded chaise. 
The frame of this hood is attached by hinges to the projecting head of the buffer, 
and properly strengthened from within by diagonal braces. ‘The upper part may 
be moved up or down on carriage-head cranks, and with suitable springs, made 
to assume elther an erect or sloping position, so that when the carriages are not 
used, the head may be thrown back, as shown in fig. 1. But when several such 
carriages are required to form a train, they are first connected in the usual 
manner, and the carriage-hoods then thrown up as shown in fig. 3. As the 
hoods each project exactly as far as the ends of the buffer, they thus come in 
contact with each other, and being attached to the buffers, they yield to any 
pressure of the carriages, while by means of the crank-head levers and springs, 
they will reach and keep continually the spaces between the carriages closed, 
whatever may be the position of the buffers, and so prevent the atmosphere from 
acting on the ends of the carriages. The train is at the same time provided with 
a pointed or wedge-shaped carriage, as shown in the cut. 

From what has been said it will beclear that the practice of putting luggage on 
the roofs of the carriages is a most preposterous mode of conveyance. Take for 
example a portmanteau three feet in length by one foot high, presenting a sur- 
face of 3 superficial feet: at thirty miles per hour this gives a resistance of 
13'5lbs., and assuming as before (which is really more than ample), that 10Ibs. 
will draw a ton, we have a resistance caused by this single portmanteau equal to 
a weight of 2880lbs. inside the carriage! And if we apply this rnle to express 
trains moving at 60 miles per hour, the resistance increasing as the square of the 
velocity, we have 2880—242.11,520lbs., orplittle {more than 5 tons as the equiva- 
Jent load inside the carriage. According to the method Mr. Bessemer has pro. 
posed, of closing up the spaces between the carriages by elastic hoods, these will 
for a convenient space for the stowage of luggage, and where they will be secure 
from rain or dust. 


RAILWAY AXLES. 


Much difference of opinion seems to prevail among scientific men as to the 
causes which produce the remarkable changes of quality observed in the wrought 
iron axles of railway carriages, and numerous have been the investigations and 
speculations to which it has given rise. No very satisfactory conclusion has been 
arrived at. That the results are due to vibration disturbing the molecular ar- 
rangement of the particles, appears to be the most generally received opinion. 
But when we compare the state of vibration to which railway axles are exposed, 
with those of a London omnibus, the correctness of the hypothesis may well be 

uestioned. Let us examine the two cases. ‘The railway axle has a wheel keyed 

rmly on to each end, is turned truly cylindrical, and rolls over a level and 
smooth rail of iron, and meets with only a aient shock every 12 or 15 feet where 
the rails are joined imperfectly. The axle of the omnibus, on the other hand, 
has a wheel loose on each end; the wheels are never perfectly cylindrical, and 
run some twelve hours per day over the uneven surfaces of granite blocks, which 
cause at every six or eight inches a violent concussion. If we suppose the vehis 
cle to travel ten miles per hour, or 293 yards per minute, and assume the distance 
apart of the courses of granite to be eight inches, we have 1318 concussions per 
minute, each produeing a fresh series of rapid and powerful vibrations, before 
those caused by the preceding concussion have ceased. Yet, notwithstanding all 
these disturbing causes, the omnibus axle goes on year after year, and we never 
hear of the iron having lost its fibre or become a bel eer either from vibration 
electricity, or any other of the causes that have been assigned as the destroying 
agents in the case of railway axles. How is this? When moving at a velocity 
of thirty miles per hour, the movements from side to side of the railway carriage 
follow each other in such rapid succession, that the effect seems to the traveller 
to be a succession of oscillations from side to side, rather than the actual undu- 
lations of a carriage travelling in a waved line. But let us examine the conse- 
quences of this oscillatory motion, First, it is clear that the crossing from side 
to side of the wheels must bring the flanges of the wheels in forcible contact with 
the side of the rails, since the direction given to the wheels is such as would 
speedily take the carriages off the rail but for the opposition offered by the 
flanges, and this grinding motion of the flanges is constantly taking place on 
either side alternately. Secondly, the wheel on one side having a constant ten- 
dency to revolve either faster or slower than any other, a strain or twist is given 
to the axle, first in one direction and then in the other; and when the elasticity 
of the metal has allowed as much movement as possible of the wheel, the rest ig 
made up by slipping upon the rail, Nor is this all, for in a space of time varying 
from one second to half a second, the same torsion is exerted in an opposite 
direction, in consequence of the wheels having reversed their running diameters, 
It is to this violent torsion of the axle taking place in opposite directions, pro- 
bably not less than 5000 times in an hour, that the alteration in the structure of 
the ae is to be ascribed, and its transition from the fibrous to the crystalline 
state. 

In order to obviate the numerous defects thus arising from the present modes 
of constructing and using axles, Mr. Bessemer divides the axle in the centre into 
two equal parts, which he reconnects by a coupling box of a peculiar construc- 
tion, which, while it allows each portion of the axle and wheel to revolve freely 
and independently of the other, prevents the possibility of the two parts sepa- 
rating from each other,

THE CURRENCY. 

WHETHER is it more wise to fit the coat of mail to the propor- 
tions of the man, or to force the dimensions of the man into the 
coat of mail? This is analogous to the question now submitted 
to practical solution in the instance of the circulating medium at 
present authorised in tbis country by the legislature. 

The “ Morning Herald” of Saturday last, in an article strongly 
condemnatory of Peel’s monetary legislation, showed that in the 
year 1818, when the population of Great Britain was only four- 
teen millions, the currency of Great Britain and Wales, over and 
above gold and silver, permitted by Government, was forty-eight 
millions of pounds, that is to Say, nearly three pounds and a half 
per head; while, at the present time, when the population has 
risen to nearly twenty millions of souls, the effect of the Bank 
Charter Bill of 1844, has been to lower down the accredited paper 
circulation, exclusive of Scotland, to twenty-eight millions, or not 
a pound and a half per head; and this at-a time when really de- 
sirable railways are opening a field for the investment of capital 
in this country as large as the expenditure upon the long Euro- 
pean war, when the greater portion of the National Debt was 
raised upon surplus capital ; offering, at the present time, an en- 
couragement of the arts of peace, rather than to those of war. 

In the latter instance adduced, it must be clear that Sir Robert 
Peel, under the guidance of Mr. Samuel Jones Lloyd, has been 
endeavouring to press the man into the coat of mail ; had he ad- 
justed the coat of mail to the man, our authorised circulating me- 
dium would have been sufficient, and we should have been nation- 
ally relieved from the apprehension of famine within our own 
shores, before the arrival of harvest ; our merchants would not, 
as they have been, have been subjected to the humiliating neces- 
sity of countermanding orders for corn in the ports of Europe and 
America, because the tightness of our money market would not 
bear the risk of importation; nor would a committee of Parlia- 
ment have had submitted to its consideration the absurd enquiry, 
whether the system of railways, irrespectively of the merits of the 
lines, should be stayed in order to prevent the monetary schemes 
of a proved pretender on the questions of Corn and Currency 
being exploded, as they deserve. 

Since the year 1819 Sir Robert Peel, unhappily, has been the 
received exponent, in the House of Commons, of, next to religion 
itself, the most important of social subjects, that of the National 
Currency. Invested as this topic has too much been with a cha- 
racter of abstruseness, until the surface is penetrated, men have 
been too willing, whenever it was broached, to suspend the ex- 
ercise of their common sense, and to listen with almost wondering 
attention to any man who, like the Jate, premier, claimed to 
speak with research and authority. Deference so blindly ac- 
corded to Sir Robert Peel, at length inflated him into positive ar- 
rogance, whenever the subject has occupied the attention of the 
Lower House. 

This was strikingly apparent in 1844 when, although through 
unseen causes, the monetary Act of 1819 introduced by Sir Robert 
Peel had, by his own confession, completely failed, he peremp- 
torily pressed upon the adoption of Parliament what he termed 
the “complement ” of that measure, a measure which he acknow- 
ledged had mischievously operated in producing panics, bank- 
ruptcies, and their concomitant miseries among the industrious 
classes. With such facts before him any candid man would have 
at once subjected to fair revision the principle of a measure so 
fraught with evil. 

But what was the remedy professed ?—A. more rigid adherence 
to the principle that had worked so viciously; as though a pro- 
fessional practitioner, called to a patient bleeding to death, had 
opened another and more important vein, Such was the remedy 
proposed and applied in the year 1844. Many were induced to 
yield their judgments to this empiric, under the persuasion that he 
understood and honestly explained the subject of the Currency, 
as they then believed he did that of the Corn Laws, for the ques- 
tions are really identical ; but in this they have been grievously 
deceived. 

We remember, now, the tone of authority with which Sir Ro- 
bert, in 1844, for the first time triumphed in the paternity of the 
act of 1819; we recal to mind the stage effect with which he, at 
one moment raised before the House the well known volume of 
“Gemini, &c. ;” at another, fixed the attention of the members 
on a Sovereign of gold, emphatically asking, “ What is a pound E 
We remember the cheers with which responses were made by Sir 
Charles Wood and other members of the political economy club, 
then occupying the opposition benches. We remember now, with 
the clear light that subsequent experience casts upon it, the man- 
ner in which the then Premier besought the suspension of discus- 
sion on the principle of the measure on its first introduction, and 
until it should arrive at a later stage; and that, on its arrival at 
that stage, how, by an adroitness peculiarly his own, the right 
honourable baronet managed to press through the scheme without 
such discussion. 

We well remember, too, that when the Member for North 
Warwickshire, Mr. Newdegate, showed to the House the danger 
of tampering further with the national circulation in the way of 
restriction, how blandly, and with what a patronising air, Sir 
Robert Peel turned upon his “ honourable friend,” complimented 
him on the talent and quick perception he displayed, and assured 
him that in the proposed Act there would be most ample provi- 
sion for an increased Bank of England circulation, and pointed to 
the possibility of its extending to twenty-eight millions or more. 
On the other hand, when pressed, in his wonted straight-forward 


way, by Mr. Muntz, the Right Honourable Baronet diverted the 
attention of the House from the pertinent objection offered, by 
reading an isolated passage, conveying an answer given some 
years before by that honourable gentleman before a committee of 
the House, and endeavoured by his garbled quotation to provoke 
“a laugh.” 

When Mr. Spooner, the other member for Birmingham, two 
years ago, as though foreseeing the threatening crisis, availed him- 
self of Mr. Hume’s motion on light coin, to call the attention of 
Parliament to it, and when the honourable gentlemen enforced 
his own arguments by adducing a passage from the able and un- 
answerable volume of Mr. Alison on the same subject, Sir Robert 
Peel endeavoured to lead away the attention of the House from 
what had been so powerfully advanced by the honourable member, 
and to fix it upon another paragraph of the work of Mr. Alison, 
which was not quoted, but which could therefore, taken from its 
connection, be more easily perverted, and become the subject of 
cheers from his new supporters, the political economists, occupy- 
ing so inconsistently an opposite side of the House from Sir Ro- 
bert Peel. 

And so again, when the same honourable gentleman, Mr. 
Spooner, amidst the cheers of the members, was exposing the im- 
practicability of the existing monetary system, and the wrongs 
which the Act of 1819 had inflicted on the industrious classes, the 
Right Honourable Baronet again essayed, by asking “ What is a 
pound?” to confuse and confound his opponent. Sir Robert knew 
full well that a House already excited and impatient would not 
for a moment have entertained a description so profound — one 
fitted rather for a committee upstairs. This, however, is a ques- 
tion which must ere long be solved,{with all its practizal bearings, 
without the possible intervention of clap-traps or escape by evasion; 
and whenever it is rightly solved, we undertake to say it will 
cover the Right Honourable Baronet with irrecoverable reproach,

HER MAJESTY'S BIRTHDAY. 


Thursday having been appointed for the celebration of the twenty-eighth 
birthday of her Majesty, the morning was ushered in by merry peals from the 
steeples of all the metropolitan and (suburban churches. The national flag was 
hoisted on all the principal edifices on each side of the river from Woolwich to 
Westminster, and the shipping below bridge were gaily dressed out with the 
colours of all nations. ‘To complete, as it were, a day of national rejoicing, the 
weather throughout was particularly fine. 

The whole of the household troops appeared in their new clothing, and the 
various Post-office officials were also supplied with new coats, hats, &c., in ac- 
cordance with a time-honoured custom on this day. 

From an early hour the streets were crowded with pedestrians anxious to 
obtain a view of the distinguished foreigners who, it was generally understood, 
would join Prince Albert and the Duke of Vellington. in St. James’s Park, to 
witness the annual inspection of the household troops, which took place in the 
Tilt Yard. Upwards of 1100 men, rank and file, with a troop of the 2d regiment 
of Life Guards, were on the ground as early as half past plae awaiting the ap- 
proach of the commander-in-chief, who made his appearance soon after, accom- 
panied by Prince Albert and the Grand Duke Constantine of Russia, surrounded 
by a brilliant staff of officers, Having taken up a position in the square, they 
were received by the troops with the compliments due to their exalted rank. 
Hie Grace the Commander-in-Chief, accompanied by his royal and distinguished 
companions, then rode round the line, and made his inspection, 

The Queen held a Drawing-room in St. James's Palace, in celebration of her 
Majesty’s birthday, Thefreception was the most brilliant this season. The 
doors of the palace were opened at one o'clock, and the company continned st- 
ting-down, without the slightest intermission, for about two hours, and filled the 
suite of state saloons. 

The Queen and Prince Albert, accompanied by the Prince of Leiningen, 
arrived at two o'clock from Buckingham Palace, escorted by a party of Life 
Guards. They were received by the Lord Steward, the Lord Chamberlain, and 
the Master of the Horse, who conducted them to the royal closet. 

The Archbishops of Canterbury, Armagh, and Dublin, the Bishops of London, 
Winchester, Durham, Llandaff, Ripon, Gloucester, and Bristol, Sct. Asaph, St. 
David's, Norwich, Lichfield, Peterborough, Worcester, Bangor, Salisbury, 
Rochester, Chester, and Carlisle, were introduced to the presence of the Soves 
reign in the royal closet to pay their respects, when the Archbishop of Canter- 
bury delivered an address of congratulation to the Queen on the auspicious re-

A good sized wild elephant, however, being quickly 
selected from the herd by the riders, by common consent, 
is pursued till fairly run down, when the PAundaet throws 
over the wild Siephant’s head a large rope noose, one en 

of which is attached to the body of the tame elephant on 
which he is mounted; and the wild animal is instantly 
pulled up and rendered helpless. The other three tame 
elephants now joining, another noose is thrown over the 
wild elephant’s head on the other side, the ropes on bot 

sides being extended to a distance of ten paces. The en- 
tangled brute is then triumphantly led off between the two 
tame elephants to a place of security, where, his legs being 
bound with ropes to a large post in front and rear, he is 
kept on low diet until he becomes tractable—a state + 
which he submits himself in an incredibly short space 0 

time. The female elephants may, in two months, be driven 
alone anywhere; but the male elephants take four, six, and 
sometimes twelve months before they can be trusted to 
walk alone, unhampered with ropes. When a male elephant, 
comes entangled with the noose round his neck — which noose, 
a knot to prevent strangulation — the animal frequently rush

frightful manner. In such a case it becomes necessary to 

uickly bind his legs with large ropes, and no further re- 
sistance is then of any avail. The individuals who throw 
the noose over the wild elephant's head are oftentimes in 
the most imminent danger, but their agility in shifting 
their position to any part of the body of the tame ele- 
phant, enables them to elude injury, The tractability and 
sagacity of the tame elephant in making every effort to 
secure the wild elephant by putting the ropes round his 
legs, is very remarkable. Indeed, so cunning are the tame 
elephants -— so intuitive is their apprehension of their 
duty—that there is little difficulty in capturing the wild 
elephant.

utmost ferocity on the tame elephants, and with his tusks gores them in a most 
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expect missionary zeal would be most successful ; for the last eight years, how- 
ever, two or three American Baptist missionaries thave in vain endeavoured to 
awake in them a sense of the saving virtues of Christianity. For a considerable 
poroa the residence of the missionaries was at Suddeah, where their labours, I 

elieve, were unattended by any conversions either of Assamese or Singphoos. 
On the station being deserted by the troops for Saikwah, in 1839, the missionaries 
turned their attention more particularly towards the Nagas; they took up their 
residence on the Boree Dehing river, at Jeypore, established a school, and were 
indefatigable in endeavouring to gain some correct knowledge of the savage 
tiibes in their vicinity. A few years’ experience here proved the futility of their 
plans. Instead of wandering amongst the savage tribes scattered over an im- 
mense extent of country, in unhealthy, dense jungles, it would have been pru- 
dent and politic to have afforded instruction, in the first instance, to the populous 
villages in the plains. One or more natives have been baptised at Jeypore, 
agreeably to the rites of the Baptist persuasion, by immersion in the Boree 
Dehing river, and this is the sum total of the missionary success. This has, it is 
understood, induced them to change their abode to Seebsauger and Nowgong, 
where they seem to think there is a greater chance of their succeeding. The 
missionaries have a printing press, and many elementary books of instruction in 
Assamese and English have been printed by them for the use of the natives. 
Their exemplary conduct and exertions merit the utmost commendation, and it 
is to be deplored that their well-intentioned labours should not be crowned by 
felicitous results. 


Of the superstition of the Nagas, we have the following striking 
example :— 


The superstition of the Nagas is strikingly exhibited in the great attention 
paid by them to all signs of good and evil, before they attempt the execution of 
any project, whether it be to prepare the land to receive the seed, to proceed on 
hunting or fishing excursions, or to enter upon any war expedition. On these 
occasions the Khonbao, Sundekae, and Khonsae assemble the people, and a 
grand consultation is held between the chief ruler and the elders of the village, 
in order to divine the most auspicious moment, and to ascertain whether the 
affair under consideration will turn out favourably or otherwise. To aid the 
deliberation, new laid eggs are procured, which they address in these terms :— 
“ Oh eggs, you are enjoined to speak the truth, and not to mislead us by false re- 
presentations.” The eggs are then perforated and roasted on a fire, and the 
yolk is minutely examined ; if it appears entire, the omen is considered good ; if 

roken, the reverse, and auspicious for their enemies. In this cenclusion, the 
senate are likewise confirmed by a peculiar appearance of the white of the egg. 
Another simple mande of divining the propriety or expediency of carrying out 
certain plans, is by burning the Bujjal bamboo, Should it crackle and fall out 
of the fire on the left side, it is a good omen; should it fly out on the right, the

event is accepted as a warning of failure and disaster. By these simple and 
strange proceedings are the acts of these people guided. 


After the first thirty-eight pages the book is devoted to an account

of the Assamese tribes, severally called the Khamtees, Sing- 
phoos, Muttucks, Abors, Mishmees, Dooaneahs, Assamese, 
Nagas, Garrows, Cosseahs, Booteahs, Dufflahs, Akhas, and 
their subdivisions, The Garrows are the tallest and most 
powerful of the various races, and the Nagas the most nu- 
merous. We borrow from the “ Sketch” a portrait of one of 
the former. In their habits and ceremonies, all these people 
much resemble the Australian and Red Indian savages. 
Their nature is cruel, their prejudices powerful, their ignor- 
ance intense. They make war upon each other upon various 
pretexts, revenge of the death of one of the tribe being the 
most stimulating cause. The sword, the bow and arrow, are 
their common implements of offence; the cane helmet their 
ordinary protection. 

The Mishmees wear dog-skin caps, tied under the chin. 
The Garrows employ poisoned arrows in their warfare, but the 
Booteahs appear to prefer a considerable variety of short sword, 
in some cases not unlike the weapons of the Romans. 

On the whole, the book is one of considerable interest, and 
(to the Government) one of utility. It is smoothly and plea- 
santly written, and the illustrations are numerous and exceed. 
ingly well executed. The publishers have done full justice 
to ie author's intentions, by getting up the work in beautiful 
style.

The fusee which 
was to ignite the pyrotechnic machinery in the model was then 
lighted, and the balloon was released from terra firma. j Its ascend- 
ing power not being sufficient to raise the model, it reclined outside 
the garden, when, while in that position, the fireworks began to dis- 
charge, and in a few seconds the model was in a blaze. Much alarm 
instantly prevailed for the safety of the aeronauts, as had the balloon 
caught fire the immense volumes of gas in it would have exploded, 
and have caused their instant death. The rope, however, was cut by 
Mr. Gypson, and the balloon ascended involved in smoke.
